Of  particular  note  to  Ap¬ 
pleton  residents  who  have 
shivered  through  many  days 
of  subzero  weather  recently, 
was  the  fact  that  Dr.  Gould 
;  described  Antarctica’s  weath¬ 


er  as  "perfectly  beautiful. 
The  sun  shines  continuously 
and  the  temperature  Is  eight 
above  aero." 

Dr.  Gould  Is  participating 
in  the  International  Geophy¬ 
sical  year  expedition  and 
much  of  his  conversation  was 
centered  about  his  work 
there.  He  also  compared  the 
difference  in  scientific  meth¬ 
ods  used  this  year  and  the 
last  time  he  was  in  the  po¬ 
lar  region  28  years  ago. 

He  said  he  was  particular¬ 
ly  impressed  with  the  mag¬ 
nitude  of  the  present  opera¬ 
tion. 

Douglass,  a  sophomore  at 
Carleton,  f  and  Pollard.  .  a 
senior  at  Appleton  High 
school,  made  a  tape  record¬ 
ing  of  the  conversation  to 
be  played  back  to  Carleton 
students  next  week.
